"RELEASED. 


FATHER FROEWIS SET FREE 
BY BANDITS.

SHOCKING TREATMENT 


A prisoner in bandit ‘hands for 
twenty days, Father: Froewis, an 
aged pricst attached te. the Milan 
Mission, has been released, says a 
Reuter. message received this 
morning. : 

The news is the more welcome 
since rumours had reached Han- 
kow stating that Father Froewls, 
who is 70 years of age, and has 
spent over AO years in mission 
work in China, had been subjected 
to severe. torture and that: he had 
died as the result’ of the Hl-treat- 
ment accorded. 

The bandits kidnapped Father 
Froewis on the night of Aug. Gth- 
Gth, raid{ng a Milan Mission at 
Tsingchantien, and forcing him to 
get out of bed and to accompany 
them, : 

The aged missionary was only 
allowed to put on trausers and a 
shirt. After a forced march of 
about ten miles, the’ bandits stop- 
ped at a water-melon etand to rd- 
fresh themselves, and then: 
dragged him on without granting 
him reliof of any kind, though his 
feet at that time were swollen and 
bleeding. ms 
The “Red Spears” organised an 
intensive ‘hunt for the bandits 
without success. :
